We feel ag- 
grieved if Democratic rnfRans disturb the 
harmony of a meeting, and attempt to 
frustrate Its purpose. To anything beyond 
this we are unaccustomed. | And hi the 
fullness of our reliance npon the American 
love of fair play and right, we Imagine 
lhat there Is exaggeration In the reports of 
Intimidation and outrage and risk which 
come from the Sonth. Gov. Chamberlain 
is one of many witnesses to the tact that in 
the reports that have found their way Into 
print only a fraction of the troth has been 
told. A complete and literal record would 
be incredible. "I denounce the conduct of 
the recent election on the part of onr po- 
litical opponents in this State as a vast, 
brutal outrage," 1* what Gov. Chamberlain 
says of South Carolina. 
"Fraud, pro- 


scription, Intimidation, all forms of vio- 
lence, ranging through all Us degrees op 
to wanton murder, were Its effective meth- 
ods." Of the vast mass of crime that was 
perpetrated we know next to nothing. Its 
most hideous features are uncovered only 
by accident, and the hapless victims arc 
not known beyond their Immediate friends. 
Tbc worst aspect of the case, moreover, is 
derived from the standing and preten- 
sions of those who are accountable tor the 
crimes. Tbclr authors are not outlaws. 
They profess to represent tbe wealth, the 
Intelligence, tne character of the State; 
they are organized and disciplined under 
members of the "first families," and they 
recognize as their commander a man whom 
we are asked to consider a piok of chival- 
ry, a uigh-mlnded, and courteous gentle- 


man! 
These are the men, who, after 


ibooting down and torturing negroe; 
whose sole crime was their Republicanism 
threaten with assassination the Republican 
leader In the State solely because he is the 
chief obstacle to their conspiracy. 


In many particulars 
South Carolina 


stands alone. Neither in Louisana nor 
Florida do Democratic aggression and 
usurpation justify tbe same immediate anx- 
iety. The difference, however, is simpl> 
of degree. The nature and objects of Ibe 
conspiracy arc identical in the three States. 
In all of them the determination of the De 
mocracy Is to destroy the results of recon 
strnction. and to transfer Ihe governing 
power from Uie majority to the iniuority 
Tbere is too, a uniformity of method as 
well as purpose. Tbe last few weeks taavc 
supplied glimpses of tragedies enacted i: 
:he woods of Louisiana that should make 
the blood of every humane man boil with 
udignatiou. We may be sure that tbo sys. 
tern on which the Democrats rely for ulti- 
mate success w Ul not be abandoned. Par- 
tial exposure has overtaken them, but 
:here will be no punishment. The murder- 
ers will go unhanged; the perpajrators ol 
other outrages will go unwhippcd of jus- 
tice. 


It is clear that unless the North arouse 


itself and resolve that this condition of 
tilings shall end, the success of the Democ- 
racy In all the Southern States, as a conse- 
quence of terrorism and crime, Is merely a 
question of time. There are limits to the 
endurance of the struggling frecduicn.— 
Leaders like Chamberlain cannot be repro- 
duced indefinitely. They must be susia n- 
ed, or they will either disappear or make 
make the best bargains they can for them- 
selves and their families. The cause they 
suffer for is more the country's than their 
ow n. It is inseparably associated with the 
Republican party, whose usefulness and 
success are contingent npon the manner lu 
which this cause Is upheld. Emancipation 
and enfranchisement will be mockeries, If, 
after all, through Ifepnbllcan supineness, 
the Democrats shall be enabled to revive 
the degradation of slavery without its res- 
ponsibilities, and to convert the colored 
vote into a means of consolidating their 
own power. Well may Gov.. Chamberlain 
express astonishment at the fact that tbere 
are Republicans who "permit Ibe errors 
which have attended the first eObrt of Ilm 
race in self-government to chill tl eir sym- 
pathies," and render them Indifferent to 
the responsibilities growing out of the 
new organization of affairs in the Sontb. 
The outcry about Federal Interfcuce in 
South Carolina has revealed to some extent 
this strange obliquity of the moral vis- 
ion of mauy Northern Republicans. They 
shake their 
wiac 
beads because 
a 


handful of soldiers was employed in curb- 
ing lawless violence. Of the lawlessness 
and violence these over-righteous souls 
take no cognizance. So K. Is In reference 
to the struggling and almost abandoaed 
Southern Republicans. 
They suffer for 


the sins of a few rascally "carpet-bag- 
gers." Because the early stages of sel/- 
governmerit in States like Sonth Carolina 
were marked by errors OB tbo p»rt of the 
newly-eniranchised race, and by wrong- 
doing on tbs part of Northern whites who 
preyed npon the credulity of the colored 
people, tbe latter are left to struggle on as 
best they can, and to master hi their own 
way difficulties that would try the best- 
educated constituencies. The conteit can- 
not hut long on these terms. • The South- 
ern Republicans must have the support of 
tbe Republican North or they will be a 
negative quantity In the next Presidential 
election.
